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NEW HAMPSHIRE QUARTER DESIGN CONTEST 

The 50-States Commemorative Coin Program will have a Quarter 
Dollar issued in honor of each state, issued in the order of 
admission to the Union, beginning in 1999. Only the reverse of 
the coin will carry the state's theme. New Hampshire is the 
Ninth state, so its coin will be issued late in 2000. The time 
is now to start choosing a design for our coin. 


New Hampshire Numismatic Association is sponsoring an unofficial 
design contest, open to anybody who cares to make a submission. 
The submitted designs will be judged at the NHNA Spring 
Convention, and a prize awarded to the winner, along with a 
Peoples' Choice award. The Governor has been invited to help do 
the judging, but has not yet committed to coming. This contest 
is not sanctioned by the State of New Hampshire, and they are 
under no obligation to use any design submitted. However, maybe 
they will use one. 


The rules are simple: 

1. Create a design for the New Hampshire in a 5-inch circle 
drawn on an 8-1/2 x 11" paper. The theme must be appropriate to 
the state. Do not forget that your design will be shrunk to the 
size of a quarter, so simple themes are suggested. 

2. Each US coin carries required legends and mottos. The 

quarter has "UNITED STATES OF AMERICA", "E PLURIBUS 
UNUM , and "QUARTER DOLLAR" on the reverse. It is unknown 
whether these items will stay on the back. You may submit your 
design with or without these legends. 

3. Do NOT identify yourself on the paper with your design.
